‘Senator Griesbach, in opening his 
remarks, said he had come to Alberta 
forty yeurs ago, and he might say 
there had been considerable change 
in Red Deer since that time. In fact, 
there wasn't any Alberta when he was 
born, but was known «as the North- 
Weet Territory. He thought that in 
years to come we will ask ourselves 
what a man did during the great war. 
During this period great changes took 
place, economic changes, which caus- 
ed prices to soar to a ‘great height so 
that everything the fanmer had to buy 
was too high, while everything he had 
to sell waz too low, and this caused 
great discontent, and the farmers had 
to organize for self protection. The 
farmer party was formed In Alberta, 
and came into power at Hdmonton, 
and the Progressive party, composed 
of farmers, took a prominent ‘gart in 
federal politics at Ottawa. After two 
years, it is fair to-ask, what they have 
during that time adcamplished.. They 
had failed to remedy the conditions 
for which they had been elected. They 
looked after themselves, as the mem- 
bers of the Legislature of Alberta 
were the the highest paid of any 
Legislature in Canada, receiving 
$2,000 as a sessional allowance. As

CULTIVATION OF 
BREAKING 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


In districts where it is customary 
to break rather deeply and not back- 
set in the same season, it is usual to 
let the plowed land lie untouched for 
a fortnight or more in order that the 
grass roots mlay receive a check 
while the vegetation turned under 
goes through a sort of ‘scalding 
sweat amd the furrow slice weathers 
into a mellow condition. After this 
process has continued for a time, a 
stroke of the disc will do far greater 
execution than it would have done on 
the fresh-turned furrow slice. 

If the season be moist, however, 
grass, vetch, and weed’s will presently 
commence to grow, and in extreme 
eases the broken field will become 
quite a green meadow. This revives 
and re-establishes the roots it is de- 
sired to kill, besides wasting miois- 
ture and providing seductive environ- 


ment for the cutworm moth to lay her]. 


eggs. Accordingly, it is usual to 
double-disc the breaking as soon as 
practicable after a green tinge of new 
growth appears. The first discing is 
lengthwise of the plowing, and ‘the 
plates are not set in enough to invert 
many of the sods. Affter the fleld 
has lain a little while it may be float- 
ed or “scrubbed” with a log or timber 
drag, which will mash down many of 
the humps and combs, filling inter- 
stices and helping to level the surface. 
This makes conditions favourable for 
a second discing. 

As soon as a green tinge reappears, 
a second or a second and third double 
discing should be given, ‘the levers 
usually being set in now to the last 
notch and extra weight added as well 
if there are tough roots to be cut 
through. By all means have ‘the 
discs sharp for this work. 

The second stroke should be at an 
acute angle ‘with ‘the first. If length- 
wise, the plates have a tendency to 
run in the initial grooves, leaving long 
ribbons of turf unpulverized. If at 
right angles the discs cut the sod in- 
to square chunks, many of which es- 
pecially along the dead furrows ‘be- 
come inverted and dry out instead of 
rotting. An angling stroke riddles 
and reduces the turfs and turns very 
few of them upside down. 

The third discing can be made also 
on an acute angle with the plowing 
but in a different direction from the 
second. There is a simple way of 
double-discing a field twice on the 
angle, one stroke crosswise of the 
other, with pralctically none but 
right-angled turns for the team. 

After the third discing the field 
may be left for winter, although if one 
can run a spring-toothed cultivator 
over it late in the fall it will do much 
to kill grass and bring up saskatoon 
and other roots which may then be 
picked off. It is presumed, of course, 
that the field had been cleared of all 
visible trash before the first discing 
was dione.

Bxcept for a @aily feed of 
hay during the final month, their 
roughage consisted of oat bundles, not 
all of first-class quality. The meal, 
consumption during the whole period 
worked out to a daily average of only 
three pounds per head.

THE UNITED STATES ' 
MERCHANT MARINE 


There was once a king of France 
to whom his ministers submitted pro- 


posals for the improvement of the 
French navy, after it had suffered 
divers defeats at the guns of the 


British. The king listened and then 
Said: “Yes, these proposals are alt 
very well but France will never have 
f navy.” 

Tt almost seems as if the United 
States will never have a merchant 
marine. They had a magnificent 
dhance at the close of the war. Most 
of the maritime nations of the world, 
especially Great Britain, has lost 
heavily through the action of German 
submarines. America was in the best 
position cf any nation to foster for- 
eign trade in her own ships. Yet in 
the few years that have elapsed since 
the war the prospect of a supreme 
American merchant marine has entire- 
ly faded. Large numbers of the ships 
so hastily built during the war have 
been laid up uselessly in harbour un- 
til they have become unfit for service. 
Others have been sold to foreign na- 
tions. The British merchant marine 
is again beyond question the great- 
est in the world. It looks as if the 
modern American has not got the 
knack of owning and managing ships 
profitably, while the modern Ameri- 
can is not inclined to go to sea for 
his livelihood. Perhaps this is not 
eurprising in view of the opportunities 
which he enjoys of earning a good 
livelihood on shore in his own coun 
try. The life of a seaman has never 
been and is not now, in spite of ail 
modern improvements, a luxurious or 
easy one. Probably only constant 
proximity to the sea and familiarity 
with its commerce such as exists all 
round the Britisth Isles create the sea 
spirit which in turn creates the mer- 
chant marine. The Ship Subsidy Bill, 
designed to protect and foster the 
American coastwise shipping, has not 
yr eived the approval of Congress. 
The vagaries of the American prohibi- 
ticn ‘> have not added to the popu.

The late war proved the priceless 
value of a merchant marine to a na- 
tion which in any way depends on the 
sea. Without the heroic work of the 
merchant marine, both in their own 
ships and in temporary service on 
warships, the British Empire and her 
allies would never have won the war. 
Tt is not easy for any nation which 
does not possess a merchant marine 
to keep up an efficient manning stan- 
dard in its war navy, and the United 
States now shares nominally with 
Great Britain the supremacy of the 
seas, and by reason of her overseas 
possessions and her expressed inten- 
tion of not ignoring the course of 
events in China, she needs an ade- 
quate navy. The comparative decay 
of her merchant shipping must there- 
fore be a source of a certain am»unt 
of dissatisfaction or anxiety to her 
political leaders. 


MIXED MARRIAGES 


This Western Canada of ours is full 
of many different races. British, 
French, Scandinavian, Dutch, Finns, 
Galicians, Germans and other races 
are all here, living more or less mixed 
up all over the country, gradually 
becoming, after periods of various 
length, miore or less Canadianised. 
Inevitably under such ciroumstances 
there are comrpanatively large num- 
bers of “mixed” marriages, that is, 
marriages between persons of differ- 
ent race, different religion, different 
origin and upbringing. It is no new 
problem, this of the mixed marriage. 
Tt is a very old one and it is laden 
heavily with sorrow and tragedy. 
There is the attraction of youth, the 
glamour of what is foreign, strange 
and novel. There is a hasty marriage, 
and there follows the awakening to 
the fact of more or less complete lack 
of harmony in tastes, in habits and 
in outlook on the world. The people 
who should be in the closest of sym- 
pathetic understanding find them- 
selves without any fault on either 
side except the original rashness, ut- 
ter strangers or even wholly antipa- 
thetic to one another. He may be a 
Canadian, native born, with all his ‘n- 
terests, hopes, friends and memories 
centred in Canada. She may be of 
France, with her mind full of pictures 
of the old-fashioned land and a people 
whose thoughts are turned to the past 
as nvuch if not more than the future. 
The glamour of time and distance may 
lend to her native country an en- 
chantment far beyond that of her new 
country with its little difficulties and 
drawbacks of the present. It is 
no wse saying that she should forget 
her old home and think only of her 
new one. It is impossible to com- 
mand the mind and forbid it to turn 


backwards to old haumts and old 
friends. The circumstances of up- 
bringing in such cases must be quite 


different as between man and wife. 
There can ‘be littl or no common 
stock for both to draw on in the way 
of traditions and customs, those cus- 
toms of family or district which we 
all tend to take for granted as the 
best and the right ones until with a 
shock of resentment, we are compell- 
ed to realize that there are multi- 
tudes who regard them with indiffer- 
ence or contempt. Out of such dis- 
crepancies of origin and outlook 
come friction, hostility, and perhaps 
in the end tragedy. The war has been 
the cause of many such marriages. It 
Wa: a time of the hastiest of mar- 
between the acquainted 
of people. The soldiers from over- 
married the girls of the old 
Puropean countries, and the results 
are occasionally disastrous. The 
supreme insiance of this 43 the mar- 
riages, not very few In number, con- 
tracted between French girls and men 
of ube American negro regiments. In 
France the colour line is not strictly 
drawn, and the shock to such girls on 
reaching America, and finding what 
their position there was, must have 
been stunning in its effect. 

Such marriages will probably — al- 
Ways go on. Prudence and foresight 
are not the most prominent features 
of youth. They need not fail. They 
by no means usually do fail. Tt is

AMERICA AND THE PHILIPPINES 


‘Since the United Stdtes annexed 
the Philippine Islands at the close of 
her war with Spain, 25 years ago, she 
has not found the task of liberator 
and guardian an easy or pleasant one. 
She has had to put down risings of 
more or less seriousnéss, and when 
these were finished with, she has had 
to face and is now facing a political 
agitation for independence, the chief 
feature of which is the utter in- 
gratitude of the native Philippinos for 
all that has been done for them by 
the States. How much has been done 
is mot very widely known in Canada, 
but it is a highly creditable record 
from the standpoint of the States. 
The stagnant tyranny of Spain has 
been removed and a progressive and 
humane policy of civilization intro- 
duced, marked by the ‘building of 
roads and railways, setting up of 
schools, modern methods of sanita- 
tion and medicine, honest administra- 
tion of justice in so far as the natives 
will permit it. At the present time 
one of the most distinguished living 
Americans, General Leonard Woods is 
governor of the Philippines. A few 
years ago he was entrusted by the 
United States government with the 
task of enquiring into the general 
state of matters in the Philippine 
Islands with a view to determine how 
far the native claim for self-govern- 
ment was justified. His report was 
adverse, and severely adverse. He 
pointed out the lack of capacity 
or honesty in such parts of the admin- 
istration as hlad been entrusted to 
natives, and the gist of his opinion 
wals that far from being entitled to 
further measures of self-government, 
the natives had already been given 
more than they were fit for. Natur- 
ally this honest and courageous _re- 
port earned him the bitter hatred of 
the Philippino politicians, and since 
his appointment as governor they 
have done their utmost to embarrass 
and injure him in the eyes ‘of ‘the 
United States home authorities. 

This experience of the United Stat- 
es is instructive as showing the hol- 
lowness and folly of the attacks some- 
times mide by ignorant and venom- 
ously fooligh people on the British 
administration of those parts of her 
Empire which have large native popu- 
lations. Britain has been pictured as 
the cruel tyrant power and her offi- 
cials as mediaeval despots crushing 
the poor innocent natives beneath an 
iron rule of feudal despotism. Yet 
when the United States, that fabled 
land of freedom, democracy and mod- 
ernity, takes over the government of 
a backward people, and gives to that 
people a government far better than 
they have ever had within historic 
memory, the only result jis that the 
American government and officials are 
regarded by the naltives with hostility 
and malign ingratitude. 

Tt is time that this fable of the 
down-trodden native was exploded. 
There is not a place where the ‘Brit- 
ish Empire holds sway—and the same 
applies to the territories of the Unitted 
States—which is not the better 
that sway, where the natives have not 
got more of peace and prosperity by 
far than they ever enjoyed under the 
rule of their own chiefs, who were in 
reality infinitely more cmel, blood- 
thirsty and tyrannical than the Brit- 
ish or American governments are now 
accused of being. Tie clamour for 
self-government is almost entirely the 
clamour of small numbers of  super- 
ficially-educated natives, who wish to 


get a free hand to oppress their fel- 
Low-countrymen unchecked by the 
impartial justice of the English- 


speaking rulers. The only result of 
giving way to such clamour would be 
that the countries would more or less 
rapidly sink back into the chaos or 
savagery from which they have been 
rescued, and the burden of 
would fall, as usual, on the poor and 
defenceless masses of the people. It 
may be that the clamour will in vary- 
ing degrees succeed with time. There 
are signs that the white man is get- 
ting tired of carrying a burden of re- 
sponsibility which brings him = oaly 
abuse, and is inclined to leave the 
native races to convert their coun- 
aries into any such political lunatic 
asylum as they may desire. When the 
process of conversion is complete, the 
likelihood is that the helpless masses 
Will look back with vain longing 
to the golden days when the tyrant 
white men gave them the peace and 
justice they have, now lost.

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WHERE JOHN BULL 
GETS HIS BEEF 


An abstract of a report by ‘the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture records that the British market 
no longer looks to North America for 
any notable supplies of fresh beef. 
Home production in the United King- 
dom is a relatively stable proposition. 
As grain prices go up, lands devoted 
to pasture'tend to decrease and home 
production of beef and mutton to de- 
crease. As grain prices go down more 
land comes into grass with a concur- 
rent increase in beef and mutton pro- 
duction. Neither of these oscillations 


as they occur will result in a large , 


modification of total supplies. They 
will, nevertheless, have a profound 
effect on competitive prices of import- 
ed meats. The number of sheep, pigs, 
and cattle per thousand persons in the 
United Kingdom has decreased during 
the last thirty years, as indicated by 
the following figures:

1891 299 885: 112 
1901 276 TAL 81 
1911 262 671 94 
1921 251 511 77 


Argentina furnishes Great Britain 
nearly 32 percent. of its beef. Com- 
bining beef and mutton, Argentina 
provided 25 percent. of the total con 
sumption of the United Kingdom in 
1921. After Argentina, Australia and 
New Zealand are the two most im- 
portant sources of fresh beef and mut- 
ton. Australia with a population of 
5,346,000 people has 13,237,000 cattle, 
80,000,000 sheep and 764,000 swine, 
while New Zealand with a popula- 
tion of 1,227,000 has 3,323,223 cattle, 
22,222,259 sheep and 380,000 swine. 

Meat traders in Great Britain be- 
lieve that the trend will be for a 
greater production in Argentina. 
South Africa, they believe, will show 
some increase, but not enough to play 
an important role in the world com- 
merce. Brazil will remain of less im- 
portance than its potentialities war. 
rant, chiefly by reason of disease and 
tropical conditions. 

Consumption of beef in the British 
Isles during 1922 is estimated at 60.88 
Ibs. a head; mutton and lambs 25.84 
Ibs.; pork 35.6 Ibs. Last year 46.48 
percent. of the available beef and 
mutton supplies was imported, of 
which 2.44 percent. was re-exported, 
leaving 44.04 percent. derived from 
imports, and 55.96 percent. from home 
production. Of the chilled meat, 86-9 | 
percent. was from Argentina and 13.1 
percent. from Uruguay.

THE O.S. A. SOON TO 
OPEN FOR THE TENTH 
YEAR 


Opening of the 1923-24 term of the 
Olds School of Agriculture, at Olds, 
Alberta, will take place on October 
30th. The term closes next spring 
on March 28th. 

The farmers of this district should 
be-well acquainted with the excellent 
courses in agriculture and domestic 
science given at the school at Olds. 
The courses, given free to girls and 
‘boys from the farms, over 16 years 
of age, are of a most practical nature, 
and calculated to fit the students for 
their future life on the farm, and for 
their responsibilities as citizens in 
their respective communities. 

No requirements are asked of the 
students in entering these courses, 
save the ability to read and write, and 
to make use of what they learn. The 
course is of two years’ duration, with 
terms of five months each, so arrang- 
ed as to be most convenient for the 
sons and daughters of farmers. The 
course in agriculture lays particular 
emphasis on animal husbandry, field 
husbandry and farm mechanics, in- 
cluding practice in gas engineering, 
blacksmithing and carpentry. There 
{s also instruction in agricultural 
physics, chemistry, bacteriology, farm 
management and bookkeeping, mathe- 
tmaatics and Eaglish. Enteomology and 
botany are also taught. 

The two year course in domestic 
science affords opportunity for the 
young women of the province totrain 
in economic management of the 
home. Both courses lay the foun- 
dation for more advanced study if the 
students wish to take it. 

A well equipped dormitory for the 
women students {s maintained under 
school management, where board and 
room may be had at $23.00 a month. 
Men students may obtain board and 
room at $7.00 a week. Those wishing 
information may obtain it by writing 
the (Principal of the Olds School or 
the Department of Agriculture at Ed- 
monton.

The'time will come, sald'the speaker, 
when ithe National Railway will be the 
gpreatest asset of this countny. The 
party that tied this country to the G.

The 
Liberal party was responsible for 
saddling on ‘this country nearly a

been acquired. The Canadian Pacific 
Railway construction, under Conserva- 
tive auspices, had been a sowndly cor- 
ceived railway project: the unneces- 
sary construction of two other tramns- 
continental lines, which were not 
free from the charge of being heavily 
subsidized to carry elections for the 
Liberals, had entailed a huge burden 
on the country; one competing line 
would have been sufficient at that 
time. If the government were to take 
over the debts of these railways, sure 
ly they were justified in taking over 
their assets as well. He defended 
the two arbitrations to settle the 
value of the stock held in these com- 


panies. The nationalization of these 
transcontinental pailways was. the 
greatest achievement of the last 


25 years in Canada. The LLih?ral gov- 
ernment was afraid to de-mationalize 
the road, even though sixty to sevanty 
of'their supporters in the Commons, 
including Sir Lomer Gouin and Mr. 
Mitchell, had betrayed their constitu. 
ents by sonsenting to the present pol- 
icy; theyhad pledgedthat it would be 
returned to private investors. Mr, 
Méighen caustically compared the 
standing of the members of the Rail- 
way Board appointed by the late 
government on a non-panty basis, with 
the standing of the present Railway 
Board, appointed mainly because of 
Liberal political services. 

Mr. Meighen dealt with the “Blanket 
Dill,” under which the Liberal govern- 
ment proposed to spend some twenty 
million doilars on C.N.R. branch line 
development, much of which he char- 
acterized as useless, and only placed 
in the hill in fulfilment of political 
pledges miade to followers. Had the

Trying ta “Cover Up" 

Nhat body, said Mr. Meighen, reicog- 
nized the waste in the bill. It marked 
the effort of the government “to cover 
up,’’and {it opposed the bill in a non- 
partisan way, many Liberals voting it 
down, on the same ground that the 
speaker had opposed it in the house, 
Members of the Senate, as did Mr. 
Meighen and his party, had assumed 
that the governnment would not op- 
pose the showing of estimates for defi- 
nite expenditure on certain lines, and 
would have agreed to an expenditure 
of say ten million dollars. the first 
year, as would the Conservative op- 
position in the house, but the gov- 
ernment would have none of it. They 
must have a bill. 


The Wheat foard 


Coming to the wheat board, Mr. 
Meighen devoted some ‘time tto this 
question. He said the King govern- 
ment wheat board bill was intended 
to be a farce and a miockery—a gold 
brick on the farmers of Western Cana- 
da—and was a complete fiasco. He 
spoke of the initiation of the old 
wheat board under the War Measures 
Act. He told how his government had 
to fight to put the plan through, of 
Liberal and Progressive parties and 
the Grain Growers Guide howling 
agains! tihem. They claimed they 
were working for the big interests. 
At the eu of the yeir the kickers 
found the yovernment had been doing 
the best th.ng possible and wanted the 
government to continue, but they 
could not, as this was legally impos- 
sible through the removal of the War 
Measures Act. Lut he explained 
that they had proposed an alternative, 
a board to be established on the same 
principles as the old board; it would 
give the same rights to farmers, it. 
woull be financed by the govennment, 
it would have the same rights to ele- 
vators that the old board had. ‘No- 
body would be compelled to deliver 
their grain to the board, but it would 
be one to which annyone could de- 
liver their grain, get their participa- 
tion certificate, and when the wheat 
was sold get the profits on all trans- 
actions. 

That proposal did not receive the 
approval of the Progressives nor the 
Liberals. They were more anxious 
to get into parlament than to get 
something for the benefit of Canada.” 

Mr. Meighhen then delivered his at- 
tack on the wheat board legislation 
initiated by the King government, 
describing how it had failed after 
twlh yeans of inaction, of how ‘the 
dhairmanship had been hawked in 
vain all over Canada in spite of .the 
$50,000 per year salary attached 10 
it, and asserted that the legislation 
was deliberately intended as a “gold 
brick” for the farmers of Western 
Canada. ane 

The Liberals knew that the act was 
no good, yet the Progressives backed 
them up. 

The farmers have got togsther to 
try to get a wheat pool of their own. 
He wished them every success in 
their endeavors. 


The Tariff 
Speaking on the tariff, Mr. Meighen 
said he often wondered what Dr. 
Ctark thought during the last twenty 
tragic mionths. The Liberal party 
got votes by promilsing a reduction of

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the tariff, hy free'trade. on a few 
articles, by free trade-on all goods. 
These promises were-made to be brok- 
en. The Liberal party moved resolu- 
tions dalling for free trade on much- 
inery and other articles. They met 
and everyone at conventtions pledged 
themiselves ‘to put foodstuffs, gaso- 
line, machinery, oils, lwmber. cement 
and nineteen articles on the free list. 
They got-into power owing to pledges 
to reduce the tariff. They put these 
premises under their feet and stamp- 
ed upon them. In the east they said 
the tariff was not an issue, but the 
high cost of living, and they swept 
Quebec by blaming Mr. Meighen and 
claiming he was responsible for con- 


scription. If you don't hold political 
parties to their pledges, said the 
speaker, then quit going to the 
polls. 


In 1917 we went to the country on 
eleven pledges. In 1921, when they 
went to the coumtry, everyone of 
these pledges was embodied in the 
laws of this: country. They took off 
2% percent. of your tax on binders, 
and you pay more for your binder 
than you did befiore tihe duty was re- 
moved because of the tax. The west- 
ern farmer did not get his implements 
one cent less by the reduction of the 
tariff, but Brantford and other ‘towns 
lost thowzands of men who moved to

It should be noted that these ‘In- 
creases. in yields per acre have been 
made in spite of a natural tendency 
towards steadily decreasing acre 
yields in a comparatively new ‘coun- 
try where commercial fertilizers are 
se'"rm veed with farm crops. 

The Ontario Agricultural College 
Nias been the great factor in bringing 
about these increased acre yields of 
field crops of high quality on the in- 
About 2500 varieties 
of field crops obtained from different 
parts of the world have been grown 
under test and their yields and char- 
acteristics carefully studied fior at 
least five years. From some of the 
varieties of greaittest merit, improved 
strains and varieties have been ob- 
tained through careful selections from 
large nurseries planted by‘hand with 
thousamds of selected seeds. As a 
last resort, controlled cross-fertili- 
zation has been used to originate new 
varieties superior to those obtained 
through selection from the varieties 
of highest record. Nor some time 
past, about 50,000 hybrid plants of 
farm crops have been grown and stud- 
fed annually at the College. The 
plant improvement work has included 
several classes of cereal, forage, root 
and tuber crops. In this short 
article, reference will be made only 
to barley, oats and winter wheat, the 
three principal small grain crops of 
the province, 


‘Barley 
The average increase per acre of 
17.44% of the barley crop of Ontario 
for the years 1902 to 1922 inclusive,

WHAT THREE CROPS 
HAVE DONE FOR 
ONTARIO

The Government of Ontario furnish- 
e: information which shows that the 
average yearly increases jin acre yields 
of barley, oats and winter wheat in 
the province for the last twenty-one 
years, in comparison with the years 
previous, amounted to ‘a total of 
249,730,411 bushels which, valued at 
average miarket prices, reached a tot- 
al of $161,049,877.71. This amount is 
sufficient to pay the whole cost of 
maintenance of the Ontario Agricul- 
tural College during its entire -history 
of nearly fifty years and also ‘to con- 
tinue the Institution at its average

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must | farmers of the Mlandscheuri barley in 


1892 and the O. A.’C. No. 21 in 1906. 
In the experiments at the College. the 
common six-rowed variety of barley 
has been surpassed by the Mand- 
scheuri, in ‘a period of ‘thirty-three 
years, by an average yield per acre 
per annum of 10 bushels and by ‘the 
O. A. C. No. 21, in a period of seven- 
teen years, by 11 ‘bushels. The last 
named variety is a six-rowed, bearded 
barley with stiff straw and white grain 
of good quality. For some years’ past, 
there has been scancely a field of any 
other variety grown in Ontario. 


Oats i 


The total increase of over one aun- 
dred and forty-five million bushels of 
oats in Ontario resulting from in- 
creases in acre yields for thetwenty- 
one years ending with 1922, as com- 
pared with ‘the years from 1882 to 
1902, was aparently due, to a consid- 
erable extent, to varieties introduced 
by the College. The Vick’s Ameri- 
can Banner oats ‘were imported hy 
the College in 1891 from James 
Vick’s Sons, Rochester, New York. 
This name was later abbreviated to 
American Banner and ‘still later to 
Banner. In the College te=ts, the Ban- 
ner oats were surpassed by the Siher- 
ian, imported from Russia, hy an 
average of 3.9 hushels per acre per 
annum from 1891 to 1902 and by the 
O. A. C. No. 72 hy an average of 9.7 
DHushels per acre for the past sixteen 
years. 

The O. A. C. No. 72 was started at 
Guelph from a single seed in 1903. It 
has a spreading head and white grain 
of good quality and, in comparison 
with the Banner, has about 2% less 
hil and reauires exactly the same 
number of days to reach maturity. 
In the last seven years, of the 990 
first prizes which were awarded to 
fields of standing oats in connection 
with the Field Crop Compcititions 
throughout Ontario, the O.A.G. No. 
72 received, 521; the Banner, 220; and 
all other vanieties combined, 249. In 
the competitions of threshed grain ‘at 
four of the leading exhibitions of On- 
tario, the O. A. C. No. 72 received 
seventy-two and the Banner forty-one 
prizes in the last four years, the for- 
mer surpassing the latter in awards 
from filly to one hundred percent. at 
each of these exhibitions.
